NE  of  the  oldeft  grave  yards  in  Northampton  Co., 
one  of  no  little  importance,  containing,  as  it  does 
the  graves  of  many  of  the  earlieft  Scotch-Irifh  fet- 
tlers,  is  that  of  the  Prefbyterian  congregation  of 
Lower  Mount  Bethel  townfhip. 

This  hiftoric  fpot  is  (ituated  near  the  village  of  Martin  s Creek 
about  (even  miles  N.  of  Eaflon,  and  was  undoubtedly  in  ufe  pri- 
or to  1750,  for  ”as  early  as  1738,  fervices  were  held  by  the  Rev. 
Gilbert  Tennent,  in  a fmall  Church  adjoining  the  yard'*. 

The  prcfent  condition  of  the  yard  is  difgraceful  and,  as  fuch 
refleds  great  difcredit  upon  the  Church  under  whole  control  it  is.

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HE  DRYLAND  Church-Yard  is  fituated  at  Heck- 
town,  in  Lower  Nazareth,  townfhip,  eight  miles 
W.  of  Eajlon.  It  was  laid-out  between  the  years 
1760  and  1770. 

The  prefent  Church,  a well-built  ftrurture,  adjoin- 
ing the  yard,  was  eretfed  in  the  year  1842.  The  entire  property 
is  well-kept.  Unfortunately,  the  infcriptions  on  fome  of  the  older 
ftones  have  become  quite  illegible;  this  is  particularly  noticeable 
on  the  Pot f dam  fand-ftone.

reprefent  the  atfion  of  the  elements  in  overturning  them  or,  wheth- 
er they  reprefent  the  removal  of  the  remains  to  other  yards,  is  not 
known:  It  is  known,  however,  that  fome  of  the  remains  have  been 
re-interred  in  the  Eajlon  Cemetery.

The  oldeft  of  thefe  was  laid-out  in  1747.  near  the 
prefent  fite  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Rwy.  Co’s  offices,  at  S.  Beth- 
lehem; the  fecond,  on  the  Beidelman  farm;  the  third  near  Shi- 
merfcille;  not  a ftone  remains  to  mark  the  exart  fpot  of  their 
location. 

The  LOWER  SAUCON  Yard  was  laid-out  prior  to  the  Rev- 
olution; it  is  fituated  two  miles  N.  E.  of  Hellertomn. 

The  public  highway  feparates  the  old  yard  from  the 
Church  and  ‘new’  yard.
